The decision affirms the judgment of the Federal Courts. of 
New York against 186 members of the United Hatters of North 
America, in the sum of $252,000 as exemplary damages from, a boy- 
éott of the hat menptacturing firm of Loewe & Company of Dan- 
bury, Conn.

that a combination and conspiracy, forbidden by the Sherman 
Act, had been proved against the defendants.

‘And the individual defendants are likely to suffer heavily through 
execution. of the judgment for $252,000—approximately sass for 
each of the 186 defendants. 

The, question has been raised, however, whether enactment of 
the Clayton Anti-Trust Act by Congress last year does not serve 
as a barrier to any further snits for damages resulting from a boy- 
cott. That act contains the following provision: 

--“Section VI. That the labor of a human being is not 
a commodity or article-of commerce. Nothing contained in 
the anti-trust laws shall be construed to forbid the existenge 
and operatieh, of labor,” agricultural or horticultural or- 
ganizations, instituted for the purpose of. mutual help, and 

not having eapital stock or conducted for profit, or to forbid 

or restrain individual members of such organizations from 

lawfully carrying~out the legitimate objects thereof; nor 

shall such organizations or the members thereof be held or 
construed to’ be illegal combinations or av Slap in re- 
straintiof trade, under the, anti-trust laws.’ 

& ‘From a careful ‘consideratidi’ of that section it appears that 
while the Clayton’ Act legalizes labor unions, as such, it protects 
them only in ‘‘lawfully carrying out the legitimate objects 
thereof.’’ . 

And the Supreme Court has just held an interstate boycott 


~. to be unlawful, as ‘‘a conspiracy in restraint of trade,’’ forbidden 


by the Sherman Act. 
The particular ‘point to be noted is that the decision was not 


' directed against the United Hatters’as an unlawful organization, 


- 


but against its illegal action in boycotting a manufacturing concern 
engaged in interstate commerce. : 
_ Jf, however, boycotting be unlawful under the Federal laws, 
blacklisting by employers likewise should be under the ban. 
Yet recently the United States District Court in Philadelphia 
dismissed as unwarranted a government suit against the Watch- 


ae Case Trust, instituted on the ground that it had maintained a vir- 


tual blacklist against retailers throughout the country who either 
had cut prices or bought watch-cases from competitive makers. 
The suit was dismissed, despite the court’s admission that such 


“blacklisting had been established as a fact. 


_ If the court were right as to the law of this matter, Congress 
‘should “proceed to make such blacklisting unlawful and punish- 
able. 

_ But much ts cstat is the a of penalizing the blacklisting of 
workmen. by corporations and other employers; often for no other 
offense than membership in a Labor.

It was about 1850 that Arnold Dal- 
maitre, a cotton factor of New Or- 
leans, went to New York on business. 

In the office of a cottop broker in 

New York was ‘a boy named Alec Tra- 
cy, whose health was.very delicate. 
Indeed, the doctors had given: him but. 
a short time to live, Tracy, who was 
but fifteen years old, was assigned to 
Dalmaitre to perform certain clerical 
duties and carry messages during the 
latter’s stay in New York. Dalmaitre 
was one of those men generous, sensi- 
tive to their honor, that were typical 
of the south at that time. He took 
pity on the boy and, suggesting that a 
southern climate and a change of scene 
might restore him to health, offered to 


a position in his office there. 

Dalmaitre was a bachelor about forty. 
years old and soon after his return 
from New York married a woman half 
his age. celebrated for her beauty. 
Gay society. is usually -encumbered 
with men who consider women a legit- 
imate prey. though the standard ‘of 
honor in this respect is doubtless high- 
er than it ‘was. A scion of a noble 
French house. Albert Durier, whose 
father ep left France during the revo 
lu te escape the guillotine, was at 
that time prominent. socially in New 
Orleans and became devoted to Mme. 
Dalmaitre. It was not long before bis 
attentions were the subject of remark. 

Dalmaitre was not himself socially 
inclined, and his wife went about a 
good déal without him. For this rea- 
son he did not observe Durier being so 
much with his wife. and there was no 
one to caution him-gxcept Tracy. The 
young portherner was conscious of the 


‘fact that he owed his life to his bene- 


factor-shd idolized him. When. there- 
fore, he noticed that Dalmaitre needed 
a friend to warn him of the danger in 
which his wife was being placed he 
considered how he could do so with the 
least damage to all concerned. 

- But the more he thought about it 
the more clearly he saw the difficulties 
in the way. Not.a word could be spo- 
‘ken without bringing on a rupttre in 
Dalmaitre’s domesti¢ relations: Tracy 
believed that the wife was innocent, 
but imprudent; that she needed to be 
cautioned. possibly to be withdrawn 
from the influence of her admirer. 
This plan. too, he cast aside. Finally 
he deterniined to settle the matter with 
Durier, but in such a way that it would 
not appear to'pertatn in way way to the 
lady. 

Meeting Dourier at a ball, Tracy, 
while both were dancing, Durter’with 
Mme. Daimaitre. purposely shoved him. 
Durier cast an irtitated glance at him, 
but paid.no further attention to the 
matter. guided his partner 
again near Durier and brought ‘about 
another collision. This time he scow!- 


.ed°at Durier, as if to accuse him of 


being at fault in the matter. ‘ 

As soon as the music stopped the 
two nen went to another room, where 
each accused the other of purposely 
running against him in the dance. Tra- 
ey was coolly abusive, tantalizing his 
enemy iuto a passion. . Finally the lat- 
ter at a contemptuous remark of Tra- 
ey’s turned .cn his heels with. the 
words “You shall hear from me” and,

him. The episode was witnessed by 
several persons; who ‘gave the cause 
as it appeared on the surface.
